_ CAR SHORTAGE 
GREATEST IN 
‘RAIL HISTORY 


The country-wide shortage of freight 
cam on May 1, as reported by the 
American Railway association, again 
urpassed all previous figures, showing a 
deficiency of 1,145,449 cars, being 652 
cars greater than the high record an- 
nounced for the previous month. 

In commenting upon the figures the 
Railway Age Gazette says: 

“Shippers and railways are confron- 
ed.with an unprecedented situation. 
Commercial business has been sufficient 
to produce a shortage through the 
months during which ordinarily there is 
a large surplus. But it is only a matter 
of a few months until the government 
will require to move „ minimum of 500,- 
000 men with their equipment.
